own obstinacy, for it states :-—“ It appeared 
“that the German Minister had the day be- 
“* fore notified by letter, the Tsungli Yamen 


'* that he was going there.the. next-day, but 


“ that owing to constant disturbances oceur- 
“ ying on that route the Ministers of the said 
“Yamen refused to_consent to a meeting 
“with the said German Minister on that 
“day.” This in a transparent attempt to 
shift responsibility. If the Tsungli Yamen 
knew the route was so dangerous why did they 
not worn the Minister, who could then have 
taken his Legation Guard to protect him, or 
he could have requested an escort of Chinese 
Imperial troops, of whom there were thou-- 
satids in the capital? Instead of declining 
fo receive the Baron—-if they really did de- 
cline to do-so, which seems improbable, as 
His Excellency would hardly have attempted 
to make the call under, such circumstances 
—why did they not ask him to proceed by 
another route or send a strongly armed 
guard.to escort, him on that taken on the 
fatal occasion? Itis mere nonsense to pre- 
tend that they had not the power to control 
the mob or to prevent the Imperial troops 
from joining the Boxers and directing 
cannon onto the Legations. 

In the paragraph dealing with the cap- 
ture of the Taku forts, after laying the res- 
pensibility of the commencement of the at- 
tack on the foreign officers, and detailing 


{the refusal of the Commander Lo Yune- 


kvana to surrender them and their subse- 
quent bombardment ‘and abandonment, the 
Decree proceeds :—“ A. war had thus been 
“commenced which was not of our hegin- 
“ ning or choosing. For you will perceive 
“that, even if China: should, regardless of 
“her own power and strength, rush into 
“war, was it likely or reasonable that she 
“should of her own accord elect to fight all 
“the Powers at once? Waa it probable 
'* that, granting such recklessness, she would 
“ave relied on a rebel populace to com- 


“mence a war -agniust all the ‘Powers ?-”: 


These questions, thus ingenuously put, would 
no doubt at first blueh be answered in the 
negative by persons at-home ignorant of 
Chineso wiles and methods of reasoning. 
If, however, the Peking Government had 
really desired to avoid war, the commandant 
of the Taku forts would have been instructed 


tohand them over tothe Allied Foreca ,siniply |: 


because it would have been a proof of their 
bond fides in desiring fo preserve peace 
and to work with them: ia securing the 
safety of the foreigners:in Peking. .There 
would have been no loss of prestige 
involved in handing the ‘control of the en- 
trance tothe Peiho temporarily tothe Treaty 
Powers, since no one—to use their own argu- 
ment—would expect, the Chinese to be guilty 
of the folly of fighting the civilised world, 
But the Chinese frequently do exactly-that 
which reason and commonsense would 
sternly forbid, as ia:the prevent ‘case.

disease and Pings but: such romedies as they do 
adopt are often of.a most prejudical and dan- 
gerong character. So strongly bus this aspect 
of our death-rate. impreazed mo, that I would 
urge the Board. to represent to ‘His Excellancy 


:the Governor the desirability of taking ot an 


early date some uctive steps in the matter of the 
education of the Chinese in western medicine, 
such as the endowment of a College of Medicine 
for the education of the Chinese inhabitants of 
this colony.” In his report for 1893 he wrots:~- 
“Tha carefn investigution of the actual cunse 
of death in all- these oases in which such 
has not been. certifisd by .o registered 
medical. practitioner, could “well bs conduct- 
od by o well-trained Licentiate of the Hong- 
kong College of. Medicine attached to the 
Sonitary Staff, and I would strongly recommznd 
that some such course should be adopted with o 
view to rendering our mortality statistics less 
misleading than they ara at present.” In his 
report. for 1897 ho ropeated this recom- 
mendation, and adied:—~“He would, moreover, 
proves usof ly in detecting the commenca- 
tent of any outbresks of infections discare among 
the Chinese,” In his report for 1898 he again 
asked for one or more of these Chinese doctors 
trained in western _medecine, apd added :— 
“ Many of the hygisnic crimes committed by + 
Chinese in this colony are unquestionably due 
rather to ignorance than to-wilfulness, and the’ 
intelligent propogation of our laws by men of 
their’ own nationality would, I feel sure, go 
far towards ameliorating those conditions which 
at present tend so largely to. the discomfort of 
European colonists and to the detriment of the 
health of the Chinese themselves.” The doctor 
added that, like the importunate widow, he bad 
again repeated these recommendations in other 
words in hig report-for last year, i
